Dr. Donald Coleman, 
chairman of the airport com- 
mittee of the Tri-Cities Area 
Chamber of Commerce, will 
attend tonight's Nameoki Town 
Board of Trustees meeting and 
budget hearing to answer 
questions | the — township 
residents and officials may 
have about a proposal to expand 
Lakeside Airport on Route 111 
south of State Aid Route 35 into 
a commercial airport. 

Dr. Coleman said the town- 
ship's residents seem to have 
some false information on 
which they are basing fears that 
the airport will cause extensive 
jet noise and will require vast 
amounts of additional land in 
the future. 

The concerns were among 

those expressed during a recent 
Nameoki Town Board meeting, 
where Nameoki Township 
Supervisor .Harold Davis 
pledged to fight efforts to ex- 
pand the airport, stating the 
plans were Granite City- 
oriented and that the township's 
pfficials were not consulted. 
* The Chamber committee is 
requesting that the city provide 
about $5,000 for a feasibility 
study as a beginning step for 
applying for state and federal 
aid. Much of the work already 
has been done in connection 
with plans for a new major 
jetport at Columbia-Waterloo, 
so much of the needed data will 
be readily available, it has been 
noted. 

The estimated cost of ex- 
panding the airport, including 
some land acquisition, is $1.5 
million and it would allow 
downtown St. Louis businesses 


to increase their use of air 
transportation from a facility 
only minutes away from their 
headquarters. 

Ttalso would offer advantages 
to businessmen and individuals 
in the Quad-City area, Collin- 
sville, Edwardsville, and other 
nearby communities. 

“We feel there are some 
misconceptions in Nameoki 
Township about this facility, 
which would be a benefit to the 
entire township, so I will be at 
the Nameoki Township meeting 
tonight to see if I can clarify 
some of the questions and ex- 
plain what the airport can mean 
to the township,” Coleman 
stated. : 

In addition to the discussion 
on the airport, township 
residents tonight willbe given 
an opportunity to express their 
feelings and suggestions on 
tentative township budgets 
prior to adoption of the budgets. 

“Budgets totaling $397,886, up 

$9,233 from the previous fiscal 
year, will be considered, in- 
cluding a town fund budget of 
$183,086, a general assistance 
fund budget of $104,300, a 
municipal retirement budget of 
$20,000, an anti-recession fiscal 
assistance budget of $11,000, 
and a revenue sharing budget 
totaling $79,500. 

Projects proposed for funding 
under the revenue sharing 
program include: __ en- 
vironmental cleanup $30,000; 
Arlington Heights tornado 
warning system $10,000; 
drainage and health programs 
$10,000; ambulance assistance

Always ready to aid teens

The doorbell rings at 3 a.m. 
and a trouble teenager is 
standing on the doorstep. ‘Can I 
talk to you for a few minutes, 
Mrs. Bass?”’, he asks. 

A 15-year-old mother has no 
clothing or blankets in which to 
bring her newborn infant home. 

“Do you have anything I can 
take the baby home in?”, asks 
the teenage girl over the 
telephone from the hospital. 

“Three of the children have to 
have gym shoes. In fact, none of 
them have any decent shoes to 
wear to school. 

“Do you have any shoes that 
will fit them, Mrs. Bass?”, the 
mother of six schoolage 
youngsters: anxiously inquires. 

Gladys Bass has experienced 
more pleas for help, expecially 
from young people, than almost 
anyone in town. 

For the past 21% years, her 
life has been one vast circle of 
helping — constantly ex- 


panding without beginning or 
end, growing larger as the 
years progressed. 

“The work and the problems 
never cease. You just do what 
you can to help each person 
individually,” Mrs. Bass said. 

The soft-spoken, unassuming 
caseworker will retire Friday 
from Coordinated Youth Ser- 
vices (CYS), a Tri-Cities Area 
United Way agency primarily 
geared to aid young people. 

“I came to work for the 
agency in 1956, meaning to stay 
about a year. I've stayed for 
21% years and I honestly don’t 
know where the time has gone. 

“It doesn’t seem at all like 
more than 21 years have passed 
by,”’ she said. 

When she joined the CYS staff 
as a secretary in October 1956, 
the CYS headquarters was 
located in an upstairs office at 
eects Hall building in Granite 

ity.

programs in 1956 was $18,000. 

Today, the CYS budget is 
$826,500. Most of this is provided 
through state agencies 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health $620,000, Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission 
(Alternative School) $58,140 and 
Satellite Offices, $31,808. 

Also included in the total is a 
grant of $22,465 through Granite 
City School District Nine and 
$16,808 from the same district 
for operating the attendance 
program in the schools. 

The United Way, the com- 
munity fund which helps sup- 
port various welfare, education, 
social health, youth and similar 
agencies in’ the Quad-Cities, 
provides $49,574 of the CYS 
operating budget. 

Not only has the scope of CYS 

expanded dramatically during 
the years since Gladys Bass 
joined the small staff, but the 
basic thrust of the program has 
vastly changed. 
* Initially, she explained, CYS 
personnel principally were 
concerned with police referral 
cases — working with juvenile 
offenders. 

“We took the young people to 
court and we prepared court 
summaries, working closely 
with police department per- 
sonnel,” Mrs. Bass said. 

“The youths encountered 
through the CYS program 
already were in trouble. Police 
officers referred them to us. 

“We used to go out in the 
middle of the night looking for 
runaways, chasing them down 
and taking them home or to the 
police station. 

“For the past few years, the 
juvenile officer has handled 
these types of cases. No longer 
are we thought of as ‘probation 
officers,’'' Mrs. Bass ex- 
plained. y 

“This means we have a much 
better rapport with the kids and 
we find we can work better with 
those who have problems if they 
don’t think: of us as police of- 
ficers,” she said. 

Gladys Bass has succeeded 
well in establishing such rap- 
port with young people and 
others, co-workers say. 

“Former clients send 


cards on Mother's Day, 
Easter, birthdays and at 
Christmas Many send me 
pictures of their babies. It 
does give you a wonderful 
feeling,"' the retiring 
caseworker comments. 
“Working with kids keeps you 
young. Age isn’t important, 
anyway. To be active and in- 
volved is the most important 
thing in life.” 

Mrs. Bass has kept young, 
both in outlook and appearance. 
She will be 62 in May and

“with your diet, I was so 
hungry the first night that I 
barely even thought about 
smoking,” she joked 

‘An elderly man in the class 
said he and his wife quit 
smoking the first day of the 
clinic and added, “I don’t even 
think about it anymore.”” 

He said his wife tried to stop 
him from going to a senior 
citizen meeting because people 
would be smoking there, but he 
went anyway and recalls being 
shocked by all the smoke in-the 
room. 

“We senior citizens need to 
quit smoking more than anyone 
else. I feel very good since I 
quit,” he remarked. 

A young woman said she had 
tried unsuccessfully many 
times to quit smoking. “I had 
difficulty breathing and was 
coughing and I hoped there 
would be a clinic here. I read 
about this clinic and got really 
excited about it. 

“The films and pictures can 
scare you to death. They really 
point out how ugly smoking is,” 
she concluded 

One woman, enthusastic 
about the program, said, “The 
problem now is how to keep 
your mouth shut when you see 
other people — smoking, 
especially young people. 

“You just wish you could 
convince young people not to 
start smoking.” 

Crigler responded, that the 
peer pressure for young persons 
to smoke “is tremendous. I 
gave a presentation at Granite 
City High School North this 
week, and at the end I asked 
everyone who chooses not to 
smoke to stand up. 

“Everyone looked around to 
see if his buddies were going to 
stand up. The pressure to smoke 
as a kid is just tremendous 
when your friends smoke.” 

Crigler concluded the clinic 
by warning all to avoid things 
which will remind them of 
smoking. He suggested the 
women go home, shampoo the 
carpet, and clean the curtains, 
the furniture and the dog. 
“Let's rid our homes of 
everything that smells like 
smoke. You're starting a new 
life here.”” 

He warned that the weekend 
following the clinic can be "the 
worst weekend of your life for 
non-smoking.” 

He suggested that the 
students avoid alcohol and 
taverns and find new things to 
do that they will not associate 
with smoking. “Every weekend 
thereafter will be a little easier 
and a little easier,” he 
predicted. 

“There is no program in the 
world that can take the temp- 
tation for a cigarette away from 
you. 

“‘Itisn’t a sin to be tempted; it 
is only when you yield.” 

All participants in the past 
week’s morning and evening 
sessions are being urged to 
attend a follow-up rally Mon- 
day, May 8, at 7 p.m. in the 
YMCA to meet with persons 
starting the program and to 
establish a “Granite City Stop 
Smoking Club’ to help en- 
courage each other not to 
smoke.

fering career awareness, 
vocational training and coun- 
seling to school-age youths, 

The Alternative School is 
financed with funds from the 
Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission through — the 
Granite City Police Depart- 
ment, and the Granite City, 
Venice and Madison School 
districts and Special Education 
District Region One. 

CYS continues to provide such 
programs as drug abuse 
counseling, the neighborhood 
Youth Corps, summer em- 
ployment and general 
assistance. 

CYS also coordinates the 
Special Supplemental Food 
Program for Women, Infants 
and Children (WIC), the biggest 
nationwide prenatal and early 
childhood feeding and 
nutritional program offered in 
the United States today. 

In addition to her youthful 
clients, perhaps the program 
into which Gladys Bass has 
poured most of her energies 
over the years has been the 
establishment of a clothing 
center for school children — a 
place where children can get 
good clothes to wear to school. 

Some years ago, she helped 
Church Women United start the 
“Nearly New Clothing Center,”” 
a boutique style operation in the 
basement of the CYS offices.” 

The demand for clothing was 
so great and the operation 
expanded so quickly that a new 
location had to be found and still 
another, until the Church 
Women finally had to relinquish 
their handling of the center ast 
year. 

Undaunted by this fact and 
knowing the need for such a 
center, she enlisted the help of 
“three marvelous ladies. 

“My Church Women 
carryovers,” she calls them; 
and a new clothing center-was 
founded in the basement of 
CYS’ present home. 

“I owe so much to Marge 
Noeth, Virgina Kessler and 
Lee Reilly that it is hard to 
put into words. We all owe a 
big debt of gratitude to these 
ladies. 

“If they had not given of 
themselves and their time, 
this clothing center would not 
be here,”’ she said. 

“They are fantastic women,” 
she added. 

Since the new center opened 
last September, rhore than 500 
applications for school clothing 
have been approved. 

“And the requests keep 
coming inata faster pace every 
day,” she said, her hands 
flipping through a five-inch- 
thick sheaf of forms in a binder. 

Over the years, the students 
entering the life of the CYS 
caseworker appear to get 
younger and. younger, she 
said. 

“We are now counseling 
children at the grade school 
level, as well as junior and 
senior high school. 

“In earlier years, the 
problem students were involved 
in ‘minor acts of vandalism, 
parking meter stuff, maybe joy 
riding in somebody's car. They 
weren’t into the heavy things. 


“Society has changed, values 
have changed and problems, 
likewise, have changed. 

“Things are moving too fast 
for some of those growing up 
today. They now become 
educated in many things by the 
lime they get out of grade 
school 

“They are growing up too fast 
and have too much freedom, 
which they can’t handle, and not 
enough responsibility, Families 
used to be closer and did more 
things together. Their. basic 
values and set of standards 
gave a young person a foun- 
dation to build on. 

“Fewer and fewer young 
people have church affiliation, 
which is very important, and 
there is less family support. 

“The peer pressure has a lot 
of influence on kids today. 
Maybe more than the parents 
have. 

“People receiving the kind of 
help we offer know what the 
CYS program is all about. I 
think we do need more com- 
munity awareness in the 
programs. 

“Most people have no idea 
what some of the kids are like 
before they come to us. At least 
part of the day they are here 
and not running the streets, but 
we can't look after them 24 
hours a day. 

“Youths having problems 
come from all types of homes. 
No particular economic level is 
represented more than 
another,” he said. 

“Kids are basically the same, 
but we didn't have to deal with 
the drugs and alcohol problems 
as we have for the last few 
years. Also, more families are 
having problems, causing 
varying problems with the 
younger members 

“Each situation is different. 
You can’t put. them in one 
category. We try to help each 
one recognize and cope or work 
out his or her problem. 

“The kids get more and more 
independent at an earlier age. 
They have cars at 16, which 
makes supervision more dif- 
ficult for parents.” 

With all the frustrations in 
dealing with youth, Gladys Bass 
said the work has been “really 
good for me. A lot of frustration, 
but a great deal of personal 
satisfaction. and warmth of 
friends you meet along the 
way.” 

George and Gladys Bass have. 
a clubhouse near Brussels, Ill., 
and she is looking forward to 
relaxing there, traveling and 
catching up with many things in 
her home which she never has 
had time to do. 

“I don't expect it to happen, 
but should I get bored by fall I 
may start looking for something 
to do. But I don’t think so,” the 
caseworker added hurriedly.

Set 35 mph speed limit 
on new Maryville Road 


An ordinance eStablishing a 
speed limit of 35°miles per hour 
on the new section of Maryville 
Road between Pontoon Road 
and Highway 162 was enacted 
by the City Council last week. 

‘The measure replaces four 
previous ordinances fixing 
different speed. limits on 
various stretches of Maryville 
Road while it has been under 
construction, 

‘The speed limit was passed on 
a motion by Sixth Ward 
Alderman Earl Baker who 
objected to a suggestion by 
several aldermen that the limit 
be set at 30 miles per hour. 

Baker noted that 20-mile-per- 
hour zones automatically are 
set by state statute in school 
zones and that the city did not 
have to specify such limits in its 
ordinance. 

The council action came as 
the Police Department con- 
tinued a crackdown on speeding 
and other traffic violations in 
the Nameoki area, but 
primarily along Maryville 
Road.

Eliminate.stagnant water 
to help fight Encephalitis 


By MARY RICHARDS

Even though it is barely 
spring, the state health 
department is “gearing up” its 
efforts at preventing an out- 
break of a late summer-early 
autumn disease — St. Louis 
Encephalitis. 

What causes St. Louis 
Encephalitis, and how can an 
outbreak be prevented? 

To begin with, it is tran- 
smitted from birds (which 
carry the virus in their blood- 
streams) to people, through the 
bite of a particular kind of 
mosquito (the Culex pipiens), 

The mosquito bites an in- 
fected bird and then later bites 
a person and transmits the 
disease. 

Not all birds, of course, carry 
the St. Louis Encephalitis virus. 
But if a significant percentage 
of them are found to be carrying 
it — and if there are large 
numbers of Culex pipiens 
around — the chances of an 
outbreak in the human 
population are high, 

This brings us to the way the 
state works to prevent an 
‘outbreak. 

‘As early in the spring as 
possible, members of the St. 
Louis Encephalitis early 
warning team collect 
mosquitoes and samples of bird 
blood from areas in the state 
which have a history of St. Louis 
-Encephalitis cases. 

The mosquitoes and bird-

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blood samples are sent to the 
public health laboratory, where 
they are analyzed for the virus. 

It is is determined, by 
laboratory testing, that a 
significant proportion of the 
birds in a particular area is 
infected with St. Louis 
Encephalitis — and if the Culex 
pipiens are present in the area 
— the potential for human cases 
is great. But before human 
cases develop, aggressive 
mosquito abatement activities 
can be conducted to minimize 
the Culex pipiens. 

If a potential problem is 
detected in spring or early 


summer, there is time to abate ~ 


the mosquitoes before human 
cases of the disease develop. 
There is time because the Culex 
pipiens feed only on birds until 
mid or late summer, when — for 
a reason no one knows — they 
change their feeding habits and 
begin to feed on people. That's 
when mosquitoes which have 
fed earlier in the year on in- 
fected birds transmit the 
disease to humans. 

What can we, as individuals, 
do to help? The best thing is to 
make sure there are no 
desirable breeding places for 
Culex pipiens in our yards. 

This mosquito looks for small 
puddles of still, stagnant water 
‘on which to lay eggs, such as the 
water that collects in tin cans, 
rubber tires, flower vases, bird 
baths and other items com- 
monly found in yards. 

The Culex may also lay eggs

it's a wise idea to start a savings 


on tiny puddles which form 
under thick shrubs or bushes. 

So, this spring, look around 
your yard for places where 
Culex pipiens might lay eggs, 
and remove them. 

If you have a bird bath or 
other ornamental items which 
might collect water and which 
you want to keep, clean them 
out about once a week and refill 
them with clean water. 

Our individual efforts now, 
combined with the work of the 
early warning team, can do alot lot 
to help avert a 
Encephalitis catbreak ln in 
August and September,

Ill.) today, commented that 
Granite City is eligible to apply 
for federal funds to help finance

development. 

Granite City is eligible to 
apply for the funds under the 
urban development grant 
program administered by the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), 
the senator said. 

The Action Grant Program 
was authorized by the Housing 
and Community Development. 
Act of 1977. It is designed to help 
communities revitalize their 
economies and neighborhoods 
through the funding of special 
projects. 

Percy said 
munities throughout the nation 
with a population of less than 
50,000 will receive a total of $100 
million this year under the 
urban action program. 

To be eligible for funding, 
communities must show a 
satisfactory record of providing 
housing for low and moderate 
income persons and an equal 
opportunity policy for housing 
and employment. 

“The age and condition of 
housing, population decline, 
rate of increase in per capita 
income, rate of employment 
growth in manufacturing and 
retail, and personal income 
levels are some of the factors 
used to determine community 
eligibility for the Action Grant 
Program,” the senator related. 

“The Action Grant Program 
is important to the Midwest, 
particularly Hlinois, because it 
addresses the controversy over 
the allocation of federal funds to 
Western ard Southern states at 
the expense of states in the 
Midwest and Northeast. 

“This is the beginning of the 
reversal of that trend, to help 
assure that the Midwest 
receives its fair share of federal 
funds for community 
development.” 

Percy is a member of the 
Executive Committee of the 
Northeast-Midwest Coalition, a 
group of senators working’ to 
increase federal funding for 
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Northeastern and Midwestern 
states. 

Before a community receives 
an action grant, it must have a 
commitment from private 
business or industry — such as a 
department store or a factory — 
that operations, including the 
number of available jobs, will 
be expanded at a site in the 
community which is beneficial 
to both private and public in- 
terests. 

“Government alone cannot. 
solve community problems. 

“But government and private 
industry working together can 
help communities strengthen 
their economies and neigh- 
borhoods,”’ Percy said.

Communities are to be 
notified of HUD’s grant decision 
within 60 to 90 days of ap- 
plication. 

Percy said 75 Illinois com- 
munities are eligible to apply 
for Action Grant Program 
funds.

gh blood 


pressure is essential

We read and hear more and 
more all the time about the 
importance of blood pressure to 
our health, 

But, just what is blood 
pressure, and why is high blood 
pressure something to be 
concerned about? 

Blood pressure is simply the 
force with which your blood 
pushes against the walls of your 
blood vessels as it travels 
through your body. 

One of the causes of high 
blood pressure is narrowing of 
the blood vessels. The narrower 
your blood vessels, the harder 
your heart has to work to move 
the same amount of blood to all 
parts.of your body. 

And the harder your heart 
works, the greater the force 
with which your blood pushes 
against your blood vessels. 
Therefore, wide arteries may 
mean lower blood pressure. 
Narrow arteries, usually 
caused .by hardening of the 
arterial walls, mean higher 
blood pressure. 

If your blood. pressure is 
nearly always low, you do not 
have to worry about it. It can 
even mean a longer life. 

If your blood pressure: varies 
from normal to high, you are 
probably prone to high blood 
pressure (pre-hypertensive). 

If the blood pressure is high, it 
means your heart is working too 
hard, and you are more likely to 
have heart failure, kidney 
failure, or a stroke. 

High blood pressure en- 
dangers your arteries, your 
heart, your kidneys and even 
your brain ‘ 

When your blood pressure is 
high, it means that something is 
starting to go wrong in your 
bod} 


ly. 

‘The risk of having high blood 
pressure depends on many 
factors. If your blood relatives 

if you are overweight; 
if you have a history of diabetes 
or kidney disease; or if you 
smoke, you run a higher risk of 
having hypertension at an 
earlier age. 

How do you know if your blood 
pressure is high? There are no 
early symptoms of hyper- 
tension, 

The idea that having a red 
face, or being “up tight” or 
nervous .are symptoms of 
hypertension, is just not true. 

‘The only way to know is to 
have your blood pressure 


checked at regular intervals, | 


When blood pressure is 
measured, a cuff is wrapped 
around your upper arm, and is 
inflated to stop the flow of blood 
in the main artery. Air is then 
slowly let out of the cuff. 

When your blood begins to 
flow into your arm again, the 
force of blood at the moment 
your heart beats is measured 
(systolic pressure). This is the 
first number given to you. 

When the “thud” stops, the 
force of blood when your heart 
is resting is measured (diastolic 
pressure). This is the second 
number given to you. 

Generally, a systolic pressure 
below 140,. and a diastolic 
pressure below 90 are within 
normal range for young adults. 

‘An older person may have a 
normal pressure with a little 
higher numbers. It all depends 
on your age, the condition of 
your arteries, your medical 
history and other factors, 

What can you do about high 
blood pressure? Follow your 
doctor's orders. Medicine is 

, frequently prescribed, and you 
must continue to take it, even if 
it makes you feel sick at first. 

This sick feeling is usually 
temporary, and will pass as 
soon as your body adjusts to the 
lowered blood pressure. 

Remember, high blood 
pressure is a silent killer, 
causing its damage to your body 
over a long, long time. 

Women are just as likely to 
develop high blood pressure as 
are men, 

Women who take oral con- 
traceptives (‘‘the pill’) should 
be sure to have their blood 
pressure checked frequently, 
Birth control pills are known to 
be contributing factors in 
hypertension. 

Although hypertension is a 
lifelong condition, it can be 
treated and controlled by 
following your doctor’s advice. 

Find /out if your blood 
pressure is high, and get it 
under control before it causes 
heart disease, stroke or kidney 
damage

Opportunity for Madison schools to avoid treasurer pay 


A current controversy in the Cahokia 
school district over the issue of an 
appointive or elective treasurer calls 
attention to a similar question in Madison 
Community Unit School District 12, where 
the board has not yet selected a treasurer 
for the next term. 

Illinois school law provides for the 
school treasurer to be cither a board 
member, for no salary, or a non-member, 
for a salary determined by the board. 

While the payment of a treasurer creates 
a political patronage plum desired by some 


school boards, the amount of the salary is 
taken away from the funds that otherwise 
might be able to provide educational 
facilities and staffs. 

Some expense is involved, in any case, 
but it generally is much less when a board 
member handles the treasurer duties, 
aided by the salaried administrative- 
secretarial staff. : 

After years of paying a school treasurer, 
Madison school officials now have an 
opportunity to take a stand for economy 
by designating one of the seven board 
members.

State subsidy of private gaming firms should be avoided 


Comment by Belleville News-Democrat 
— Governor James Thompson said he has 
taken under advisement a special study 
commission's recommendation that off- 
track betting on horse racing be licensed in 
Illinois. We sincerely hope the governor 
takes a long, hard look before throwing his 
support behind the proposal which we 
consider a Pandora's box. 

The commission's report came within a 
matter of days after the Dlinois Lottery 
Control Board announced a drastic 
cutback in its advertising budget because 
of a steady decline in the number of buyers 
of lottery tickets. 

At regular intervals in recent years, the 
Illinois General Assembly has faced an 
assortment of bills which would legalize 
various types of gambling including off- 
track betting, numbers games, dog racing 
and even jai alai. 

Invariably the promoters of these pie-in- 
the-sky proposals emphasize the state’s 
“take” from such ventures will reduce the 
need for increases in general tax rates. We

Legalized gambling is not all that glitters 
unless you're prepared to go all out and 
make it a Number 1 industry like Nevada. 

After the novelty wears off, such as is 
the case with the three-year-old state 
lottery, the interest decline is almost 
inevitable. But the costs of operating — 
and policing — goes on and on until the 
State's profit almost evaporates. 

Off-track betting, we're confident, will 
attract substantial numbers of unsavory 
characters in its operations and require 
considerably increased policing costs than 
is already the case in the state lottery and 
pari-mutuel betting. 

If that’s not enough, consider the 
commission’s recommendation that 43 
percent of the state's profit from off-track 
betting establishments be earmarked for 
the operators of race tracks to offset an 
anticipated decline in attendance and 
betting volunie. That, in plain words, 
constitutes a state subsidy of a privately- 
owned gambling business.

Messenger service to 
remain closed—Veizer 


Granite City Chief of Police 
Ronald J. Veizer said today that 
he will continue to enforce city 
gambling statutes which are 
keeping the Finish Line 
Express horse-race messerger 
service office here closed. 

Veizer contends an Illinois 
Appellate Court decision in the 
Chicago overturning a state law 
which outlawed horse-race 
messenger services has no 
bearing on the gambling statute 
the city is using in keeping the 
establishment closed. “If they 
open, we will arrest them again 
and close the office,” Veizer 
sated. 

He said Madison County 
State’s Attorney Nicholas G. 
Byron supports the position that 
persons operating such offices 
in Madison County can. be 
charged with gambling, despite 
the court decision on the state 
law which specifically prohibits 
horse race messenger services. 

Veizer, Byron, Venice Police 
Chief Ralph D. Brawley and 
Attorney General William Scott 
are named in a motion in the 
First Appellate Court in 


Chicago which requests a 
hearing to determine if they 
have been in contempt of court 
by closing the Madison County 
offices in Granite City and 
Venice. 

‘The court previously issued 
an injunction prohibiting law 
officers from closing horse-race 
betting messenger services 
under the state law passed last 
year, but Byron ruled the in- 
junction had no bearing on the 
State gambling statute and the 
First Appellate Court had no 
jurisdiction over Madison 
County, which is in a separate 
Appellate: Court district. 

‘Byron has threatened to take 
the First Appellate Court’s 
verdict to the Illinois Supreme 
Court.

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Long days for center’s program director 


Frank Siano’s ambition was 
to become a lawyer. Because of 
extracurricular activities in 
student programming as an 
undergraduate at the 


University of South Carolina, he 


got sidetracked. 

Presently, Siano is program 
director of the University 
Center of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 
Negotiating contracts for 
cultural events and dealing with 
current changes in law in the 
entertainment industry have 
helped satisfy his desire to work 
in law. 

Siago admits he has 
“mellowed” since arriving at 
SIUE in 1975. Energetic with 
ideas, he admits he sometimes 
overlooked usual . procedures, 
when trying to emplement new 
programs. 

His experiences as a graduate 
assistant, night manager of the’ 
University Center and eventual 
promotion to program director 
of the University Center have 
taught him lessons in dealing 
with personalities, 

“T was impulsive when I first 
came to SIUE. I wanted 
everything to change within a 
matter of months. I'm still 
learning that change takes 
time,” Siano comments, 

He says that being honest 
with himself and people makes 
channels of communication 
more readily available and his 
goals somewhat more realistic. 
There are setbacks at times 
when dealing with various 
personalities and university 
regulations, but he has found 
that patience and un- 
derstanding help. 

During his undergraduate 
years at the University of South 
Carolina, Siano won the 
Algernon Sidney Sullivan 
Award for outstanding service 
to the university community. 
His years at SIUE have brought 
him’ the Outstanding Young 
Man of 1977 and the Hats Off 
Award for dedication to the 
student union concept. 

Sometimes Siano works from 
morning to late at night 
preparing for an activity, only 
to have the event cancelled due 
to unexpected weather. He cited 
the Margalit Dance Company 
as an example of what can 
occur with a program, 

“First, there was the 
brainstorming about doing the 
program, se@uring funds from 
campus. and_ off-campus. 
sources, booking the artist, 
promoting the event, having the 
artist arrive and conduct 
workshops on campus, and then 
having the final performance

cancelled due to weather. 
Expect the unexpected and, 


more than likely, you will get 


it.” 

Student programming 
complements academics, ac- 
cording to Siano, because 
students learn principles of 
accounting, interpersonal 
communication and the arts 
while gaining other experience. 

“Tam a behaviorist,” he said. 
“I believe you are product of 
your environment and that your 
environment influences you 
quite a bit. That's why I believe 
we can try to better our en- 
vironment via programming. 

“Students are responsible for 
the programs brought to the 
campus, 

“Programs are paid for by 
student funds except orf oc- 
casion when funding comes 
from the Illinois Arts Council or 
various departments on 
campus. 

“Students select, organize 
and implement their programs. 
I serve as their adviser. 

“I try to help students be 
accountable for their work 
because student programming 
is the same as running a 
business. 

“To be able to generate over 


foron 


$50,000 a year requires some 
careful decisions and trying to 
second-guess “the university's 
need. 


“This is the real world. If 
students exist, that is real. For 
them tosay, ‘When I get a job in 
the real world,’ or ‘I am 
preparing myself for the real 
world,’ they are deceiving 
themselves. Students are in the 
real world. College is just one 
part of it. 

“Today's students are getting 
away from the activist state of 
the past decade. I am still an 
activist in my own way. I'm just 
a little bit more discreet about 
it. I don’t stand on top of tables 
and say, ‘This is what I want.’ 

“I work with the system. That 
is not conniving. I believe I am 
‘up front’ with people. ‘I prefer 
they know where I am, so they 
can take it from there and work 
with it,"’ Siano concluded.

State records 
surrendered to 
U.S. attorney 


Illinois Attorney General 
Willlam J. Scott last week had 
his staff turn over 16 containers 
of official state records to the 
office of the United States at- 
torney in: Chicago. 

The material contains in- 
dividual personnel records of 


hundreds of present and former j 


employees of the attorney 
general's office during the past 
ten years. 

The documents also contain 
telephone records of con- 
versations with thousands of 
Illinois citizens during the ten 
years, as ‘well as .other con- 
fidential types of information, 
Scott said. 

His aides added that the 
records contain no documents 
relating to Scott's personal 
finances or —_ campaign 
materials, as had been in- 
correctly indicated in some 
press reports. 

A spokesman commented, 
“During his tenure, Scott has 
maintained a policy of keeping 
governmental business and 
campaign activities separate. 

“The records transported last 
week had been ‘subpoenaed in 
gonnection with a grand jury 
inquiry, reportedly relating to 
the attorney general’s personal 
finances. Scott voluntarily had 
turned over to the federal 
agencies his personal financial 
records, travel vouchers and 
campaign records months ago. 

“The subpoenas issued for the 
official and confidential records 
were let stand, despite con- 
stitutional objections raised to 
the procedure. 

“State law requires that 
constitutional officers keep 
State of Illinois records secure 
on state property. An appeal of 
the constitutional issues will be 
pursued before the Seventh 
Circuit Court of Appeals.” 

In mid-April, Scott asked U.S. 
Attorney General Griffin B. Bell 
to investigate ‘‘deliberate 
planting and leaking” of 
misleading stories by federal 
employees involved in grand 
jury and Internal Revenue 
Service inquiries.
